Furnace Falls home destroyed in fire

A home outside Irondale was destroyed by fire 
on Saturday night. 

The Minden Hills fire department was called 
to the blaze on Embassy Drive, near Furnace 
Falls, at about 7:15 p.m. on Dec. 18, said fire chief 
Doug Schell. While firefighters from the City of 
Kawartha Lakes had arrived on the scene first,

the home was fully engulfed by the time Schell’s 
team reached the property. His department was 
on site for about six hours battling the blaze. 

The home is the second residence of a Toronto 
couple, who were not there at the time. No one 
was injured. The son of the owners was walking 
around the property on Monday morning, look- 
ing at the charred remains of what had been his 
childhood home. 

“This is where I grew up,” said the man, who, 
clearly emotional, did not wish to reveal his 


name or the name of his family. 

He said his parents had owned the 3,200- 
square-foot building for more than 20 years. 

While the son assumed it would be his par- 
ents’ plan to rebuild, “it won’t be the same,” he 
said. “It’s a lot of loss.” 

Schell said the damage was too severe for the 
department to determine the cause of the fire, 
but did note the home had a propane furnace. 

He said no arson is suspected. See a photo 
from the site on page 12.

In the waning days of 2010, a Gelert-based 
photographer is finding recognition for an 
evocative photo at the Agnes Jamieson Art 
Gallery announced at the gallery’s closing 
reception in Minden on Saturday, Dec. 18. 

This year’s winner of the People’s Choice 
Award, is retired resident George Farrell, 
who won a free membership for the follow- 
ing year. 

Started in 1982, the show encourages gal- 
lery members to produce their own art. It 
boasted more than 28 artists who contrib- 
uted more than 35 pieces of art from paint- 
ings, mixed-media work, sketches and pho- 
tos to a pillow.

The mustached, bespectacled, grey- 
haired Farrell was surprised with the win 
since his “abstractee” - a close-up, col- 
our photo ofa rusted metal spring, called 
“Sprung” that was printed on stretched can- 
vas - is a little different than what is usually 
recognized, he said. 

The name of the photo came from the 
poem that starts: “The spring has sprung/ 
‘The grass has riz/I wonder where the bird- 
ies is?” 

Initially Farrell was drawn to the light and 
the aesthetic qualities of the scene. 

He admits that some viewers may look 
for messages in his image, but dismisses 
any personal notions that there is anything 
other than what he saw. 

“It is what it is,” he said. 

This photo is part of a series that possess 
elements of rust. 

Farrell, who is a regular contributor with 
the Haliburton County Echo and Minden 
Times, as a photographer and writer, said 
this is his first arts award win besides the 
second and third awards he won in two 
other juried photo shows.

Council begins

The new Algonquin Highlands council 
is already trying to mop up the township’s 
financial mess. 

At their first regular meeting Dec. 16, 
councillors heard a report from interim 
treasurer Fay Brown and voted to pay off 
nearly $700,000 of the nearly $1.3 million 
in debt the township has acquired over

the Stanhope Airport expansion project. 

Brown’s report said the township had 
a surplus of almost $365,000 from 2008, 
with which nothing had been done. 

“For whatever reason, the 2008 surplus 
was never transferred to any reserve,” she 
said. 

There was also a surplus of some 
$90,000 from 2009, for a total of more than 
$454,000 in surplus funds. 

Councillors decided they would take 
that money, along with an additional 


$240,000 in reserve funding, and put it 
against the line of credit that had been 
taken out to cover expansion project 
expenses. 

Reeve Carol Moffatt said the town- 
ship was paying somewhere in the neigh- 
bourhood of $13,000 in interest every six 
month on the line of credit. 

“It is a very expensive way to finance,’ 
she said. 

Brown is also hoping for a grant of 
$350,000 the township could put towards 


the payment and the township has two 
properties for sale on Sherborne Lake, 
from which it is hoping to gain more funds 
to put towards the payment. 

The properties are listed at $149,000 and 
$169,000 respectively. 

Brown, who previously worked for Dys- 
art et el township, was brought in to look 
after treasury responsibilities after the 
township’s former treasurer, Sheila Grif- 
fin, left the post during the summer. 
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Fearrey becomes warden for 10th time

For the 10th time in a political career spanning nearly 40 
years, Dysart et al Reeve Murray Fearrey is warden of Hali- 
burton County. 

Outgoing warden and Highlands East Reeve Dave Bur- 
ton moved that Fearrey be the next warden during the new 
county council’s inauguration ceremony on Dec. 14, a 
motion that was seconded by Dysart et al Deputy-reeve Bill 
Davis, who called Fearrey the “senior statesman of munici- 
pal politics in Haliburton County.’ 

With no other nominations, Fearrey became warden by 
acclamation. 

“You know how 1 like this robe,’ Fearrey quipped as Bur- 
ton helped him don the ceremonial warden’s garment, jok- 
ing that he thought Burton was going to wear it out. 

Burton has served the past two years as county warden. 

Continuing economic instability means difficult times 
ahead for the new council, Fearrey said. 

“Things are not the same as they were,’ he said, adding 
we now live in a world where municipalities rely heavily on 
provincial and federal stimulus funding, some of which is 
going to dry up in 2011. “I think we’re in for a bit of a tough 
time for a while. We need to be a team like we’ve never 
been a team before.’ 

Fearrey emphasized the importance of councillors main- 
taining good relationships with one another. “We can’t be 
doing end runs on each other,’ he said. “If we do, it will sur- 
face.’ 

First sitting on county council in 1973, Fearrey noted 
there have been significant changes since, not the least of 
which is that on the new county council, women outnum- 
ber the men five to three. 

“Look at the ladies at the table,” he said. “Isn’t that 
good?” 

Joining Fearrey, Davis and Burton on council are Minden 
Hills Reeve Barb Reid and Deputy-reeve Cheryl Murdoch, 
Algonquin Highlands Reeve Carol Moffatt and Deputy- 
reeve Liz Danielsen and Highlands East Deputy-reeve 
Suzanne Partridge. 

MPP Rick Johnson was in attendance and gave short 
speech where he congratulated council members, saying 
they’d obviously earned the trust of their communities. 

“Once you lose trust in your community, it’s very hard to 
hold office,’ Johnson said.

the economic development committee; Danielsen, Davis, 
Murdoch and Patridge will sit on the library board and the

Tourism Organization 11; Burton will sit on the health unit 
board as well as the Point in Time board; Moffatt, Davis 
and Reid will join the City of Kawartha Lakes-County of 
Haliburton Joint Housing and Social Services Committee; 
Davis will sit on the the board for the Kawartha Lakes-Hali- 
burton Housing Corporation; Danielsen will join the Hali- 
burton Highlands Health Professionals Recruitment Com- 
mittee; and Fearrey will sit on the Eastern Ontario War- 
dens’ Caucus and the municipal advisory committee for 
the Algonquin land claim.

Algonquin Highlands councillors decided 
last week to seek more information sur- 
rounding the Stanhope Airport expansion 
project before making an official decision 
on the project's fate. 

The new council received the long- 
awaited final screening report from the 
Canadian Environmental Assessment 
Agency at its Dec. 16 meeting, but decided 
they would defer making a decision on the 
controversial project until more information 
can be obtained. 

Signing the documents from the federal 
government, would, as Reeve Carol Moffatt 
put it, “seal the deal.” 

Moffatt said it is obvious the way the new 
councillors felt about the project. 

The township’s four new councillors - 
Gordon Henderson, Lisa Barry, Liz Dan- 
ielsen and Gary Schultz - all spoke against 
the project in their campaigns and Moffatt 
was the only member of the previous coun- 
cil to vote against the project. 

However, the new reeve said it’s impor- 
tant for council to move cautiously. 

“We need to know about next steps,” she 
said, adding that council would be seek- 
ing more information, including from legal 
counsel, in the approaching weeks. “It’s not 


just one lump ofa project.” 

The expansion project - which would 
have built an additional 1,220-foot runway 
at the Stanhope Airport - was granted up 
to two thirds of $3.6 million in funding by 
the Building Canada Fund, which utilizes 
provincial and federal money, in February 
2009. 

Also included in the scope of that project 
was the rehabilitation of the existing run- 
way. However, when it became clear the 
construction of a new runway may not pro- 
ceed, due in large part to public outcry over 
what had been a lack of proper public input, 
council, with some help from MP Barry 
Devolin’s office, was able to get the project 
split into two phases and the rehab of the 
existing runway was completed in the fall 
to the tune of almost half a million dollars, a 
third of which was paid for by the township. 

However, the council signed a contract 
with Todd Brothers contracting company 
for the entire project and while that con- 
tract did include a stipulation that the sec- 
ond phase of the project might not proceed, 
former reeve Eleanor Harrison has said she 
believes it may take some legal manoeu- 
vring for the township to get out of the con- 
tract. 

Moffatt said councillors decided last week 
they needed more information, legal and 
other, before they would make their official 
decision on the fate of the project. 


Angie Bird new CAO for 
Algonquin Highlands

Long-time Algonquin Highlands clerk 
and planning administrator Angie Bird 
has been named the township’s new chief 
administrative officer. 

Councillors voted Bird, who began work- 
ing at the former Stanhope township 18 
years ago, as the township’s top bureaucrat 
at its Dec. 16 meeting. 

“It’s succession planning, hiring from 
within,’ said Reeve Carol Moffatt of coun- 
cil’s decision, adding that Bird had a huge 
breadth of knowledge of local history and 
issues. 

“I am very thankful for the opportunity 
to lead the municipality and I look forward 
to the challenges that lie ahead in 2011 and 
beyond,” Bird told the Times. “The sup- 
port I have received from council and staff 
throughout the transition has been tremen- 
dous and very much appreciated.” 

Along with her own duties, Bird has been 
acting CAO for the township since pred- 
ecessor Juanita Dempster-Evans left the 
position in November after approximately 
a year on the job. 

Dempster-Evans replaced former CAO 
Lorne Mitchell after he retired in the fall of 
2009.

Agency working on recruiting doctors 


To the Editor, 


I read with interest your editorial about the 
shortage of physicians in Haliburton County. 

My colleagues and I in the physician recruit- 
ment community in Haliburton County are 
working to ensure physicians (i.e., those in 
training, international medical graduates, and 
U.S.-trained) are aware of the career opportu- 
nities locally. 

I work at HealthForceOntario Marketing 
and Recruitment Agency (HFO MRA), a not- 
for-profit, provincial government agency that 
is committed to increasing the number of doc- 
tors working throughout Ontario. Part of my 
role in the county is to help qualified medical 
professionals identify practice opportunities 
in the province and region that would best fit 
their lifestyle, family, and professional needs. 

With respect to international medical grad- 
uates, HFO MRA’s Access Centre, over the 
past year alone, has supported more than 100 
international medical graduates (physicians)- 
through the licensure and registration process- 
who have obtained a residency match at one 
of Ontario’s six medical schools. Over the com- 
ing years, I anticipate that some of these physi- 
cians will take advantage of practice opportu- 
nities in our region. 


Two HFO MRA physician locum pro- 
grams are playing a critical role in Haliburton 
County. The Emergency Department Cover- 
age Demonstration Project and the Rural Fam- 
ily Medicine Locum Program either have been 
or are providing much-needed relief for emer- 
gency department and family physicians in 
Haliburton County. 

As well, recent announcements are encour- 
aging locally. For example, Haliburton County 
was awarded a Family Health Team; the prov- 
ince’s revised Return of Service initiative 
means the county is now eligible for IMGs to 
practise in the community for five years after 
residency; and, the new Northern and Rural 
Recruitment and Retention Initiative provides 
compensation incentives to encourage prac- 
ticing physicians to relocate to the area over a 
period of four years. 

Residents of Haliburton County can rest 
assured you have a strong, dedicated team 
working on your behalf to resolve this issue 
locally.

She quickly 
became involved in big social issues like bour- 
geoning populations, and she also dealt with 
local Toronto issues. She successfully fought, 
with many others, against the building of the 
Spadina Expressway in Toronto, which would 
have cut through the heart of the city. 

Still seeking to define herself profession- 
ally Coburn worked for a year at the School 
of Library Sciences at U of T, 
while also working occasion- 
ally as a substitute teacher. 
Teaching led to a fulltime 
return to U of T, and an even- 
tual Bachelor of Education 
degree in 1971. 

In 1972, Coburn married 
and moved to Norwich, Eng- 
land where she taught math 
and sciences. “During that 
period of my life I was basically 
following my husband, who 
was a chemist,” says Coburn, 
“and after Norwich we moved 
to Montreal, where I worked at 
McGill University as a research 
assistant in the biology depart- 
ment until 1978.”

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She set up practice in Min- 
den in ‘96. Coburn special- 
izes in wills and estates, and also does some 
work in the criminal court system for Legal 
Aid Ontario. In 1997, Coburn met her soul- 
mate Eric Lilius, and the couple reside in West 
Guilford. 

Having found her niche professionally 
Coburn did not forget her commitments to 
environmental and social issues, and she’s 
been very active locally. In 1998 she started 
and chaired the county advisory committee 
for the environment, which led to Environ- 
ment Haliburton. She was a founding director 
of the Haliburton County Community Coop- 
erative, and has been a volunteer/facilitator

for the youth justice circles. She advocated, 
with Fay Martin, to get a community clinic 
for Haliburton County to serve people on low 
incomes, and Coburn is also active as a mem- 
ber of the Minden United Church. 

In Haliburton County a strong core of peo- 
ple are very concerned with how we treat 
the environment and each other. Carolynn 
Coburn is one of those people. “I feel content 
living here and I’m grateful for the support of 
the community, yet I’m still concerned about 
the global environmental challenges, the 
growing gaps between people, and the gen- 
eral lack of sympathy for those who are less 
fortunate.’ 

Coburn also believes that nowadays many 


people are too quick to react to certain situa- 
tions. She thinks that they need to take time 
to reflect. Reflection, and a bit of soul search- 
ing before physical action, she says, can lead 
to “an essence, a universal consciousness in 
everybody that is more than just the physical.” 

It’s a philosophy that has been evolving 
with Coburn her whole adult life, and it helps 
to define her. “I feel I’m still evolving, and 
learning,’ she says. And while she realizes that 
maybe she doesn’t have the wherewithal to 
influence the big picture, she feels that “we 
have to search for our own ways to build, [on 
the philosophy]. The only control I have is how 
I feel and what I do.’ 

She’s doing plenty.

Jan. 6 
marks the end of the Christmas season and the day that the 
three wise men arrived at the manger of the Christ Child. 

Here’s how the story goes: the three Wise Men were in 
search of the Christ child when they decided to stop at a 
small house to ask for directions. Upon knocking, an old 
woman holding a broom opened the door slightly to see 
who it may be. Observing three colourfully dressed men 
she was naturally suspicious, especially when they were 
looking for directions to find the Christ child. 

She had no idea on which direction to guide them and 
told them so and as they were leaving they asked her to join 
them and she declined because she had too much house- 
work to do. (How many missed opportunities because of 
housework?) Anyways, after they left she realized her mis- 
take and went looking for them and couldn't find them. 
Thinking of this opportunity she had missed the old woman 
stopped every child to give them a small treat in hopes that 
one might be the Christ child.
